After re-reading my previous post, I realized I had better clarify it. The 
$25.00 or less price is specifically for stripped chests that as they sit are 
good storage shelves only. I was just trying to find a home for some that 
otherwise will presumably go to a scrap metal dealer. Technically, nothing has 
been done to them that is irreversible (many of us have restored far worse). 
Some of them are undated as well, meaning that they have "CH-74-A" engraved in 
the top and no order dates visible anywhere, so no one could easily prove that 
they aren't WW-II vintage. But all removable hardware was removed, the two 
studs on each side that support the pull-out canvas support frame were sheared 
off, and the two brackets in the middle front of the bottom were cut off. They 
do make great shelving. Anyone who wants to get one and try to restore it is 
welcome to it, no questions asked. But you'll have to come pick it up.

>From the research I've been able to do on the big transmitter I made a 1600 
mile road trip to get, I believe it's a design based on the National 

NT1LOOPC final unit 

(100ths driven by a 35T). The nicely built PA shelf looked so nice because 
it's actually a factory built National unit. I see it pictured in the 

Millen "Notes 

on Transmitter Design" booklet from 1938. In the advertisement section 


in the back of the booklet, a picture and description of this PA unit is 
found, 

and a reference is made to being part of a "Foundation Unit" done in 
partnership with Thordarson. 


The modulator in my rig indeed uses the CHT thordarson Iron, and a pair of 
203 Taylors, so it appears the reason IT looks so well made, is that it was 
actually a semi-kit done up by Millen and Thordarson. 


(The exciter is a factory rack signal shifter, which is why THAT rack shelf 
looks so well made.. :-)). The PS shelve(s) are a rats nest and will need 
complete rewiring however. (Thankfully, they too use Thor iron!). 


My question is, in the Millen book a further reference (on the very last 
page of the ad section) is made to a booklet from National, called "the 
National - Thordarson 600 Watt Transmitter" which was available from 
National dealers. 

Does anyone have such a thing, as it's certainly what my rig is modeled 
after. Mention is made of it also being described in the Thordarson 
Transmitter manual, but in neither of my Thordarson Transmitter manuals can 
I find 

such a rig described. 


Anyone ever seen the promotional giveaway for the "600 watt" rig?

The Liberty Ship SS Jeremiah O'Brien/KXCH will be sailing on San Francisco bay 
this weekend in honor of Fleet Week. We have just received word from their Radio 
Department that they will activate the O'Brien's 3U radio console on MF to work 
KPH, the ex-RCA coast station north of San Francisco. 


All activity at KPH/K6KPH will take place on Saturday, 11 October. 


KPH will be on 500 and 426kc with 426kc used for working and for press broadcasts. 
KXCH will be on 500kc. At the time of writing we're not sure what working 
frequency they will used. 


Some will recall that the Jeremiah O'Brien received and sent the last commercial 
Morse messages in America on the last day of the service on July 12, 1999. 


Operation will be during daylight hours starting as early at 1000pdt so the range 
of transmission will be limited. Still, if you are within listening range it may 
be worth while to monitor 500kc just to hear the sound of the 3U MF transmitter 
tuning up. There's nothing else quite like it! 


K6KPH will also be active on Saturday using 7050kc primary, 14050 and 21050kc 
secondaries. No amateur equipment is used at K6KPH. Only the original KPH 
receivers, transmitters and antennas are employed. Here's your chance to work a 
real coast station in on amateur frequencies.

When it comes to soldering stainless steel and similar alloys such as 
resistance wire, the usual electrical fluxes are useless. I have found that 
Naval Jelly, usually used for removing rust, makes a great active flux for 
stainless. 

The fumes given off during soldering with this flux are irritating and 
toxic and the job is best done outdoors. Flux residue should be removed by 
scrubbing with a toothbrush and hot detergent water followed by a clean 
water rinse.
